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The  name  Jay  has  been  borne  with  honorable  distinction  by 
families  in  France, England  and  Ireland  for  at  least  five  centuries® 
There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  name  was  derived  from  the  local¬ 
ity  of  Jouy  In  Normandy,,  and  that  the  name  reached  England  in  the 
form  of  *  de  Jouy  ®«  It  has  undergone  many  modifications,  in  some 
of  which  its  identity  disappears,  as  it  passes  from  Joy  to  Jay  in 
such  as  JOYE  ,  JAIEf,  GEE  and  in  the  early  records  as  Jvoy  where  the 
old  fashioned  'v'  tos  used  for  the  'uf  and  the  old  fashioned  o 
for  'e*  and  even  IVEY® 

The  earliest  of  the  name  in  England  of  whom  we  have  inform¬ 
ation  is  William  Jay,  Vicar  of  Tibenhan,  in  Norfolk  in  1395®  In  1441 
one  Thomas  Jo  ye  was  Rector  of  Tri  t  ton  in  die  same  *dniee 

In  the  list  of  Irish  Archbishops  of  Tuara  we  find  William  Jay 
in  1487 »  Georg  Joye  a  Fellow  of  Peteihouse  College,  Cambridge  (151?) 
was  one  of  the  most  learned  and  devoted  leaders  of  the  Protestant 
Reformation  in  England,  and  his  fame  is  associated  with  Tyndale ' a  in 
the  translation  of  the  Bible  into  the  English  tongue® 

Robert  (Hubbard),  like  Jay  -  Joy  is  an  old  Norfolk,  (England) 
name,  and  the  two  families  were  closely  related  there®  Thomas  Jay v s 
connection  with  the  Roberts  of  Bingham,  Sufi olx  Co,,  Massachusetts 
soon  became  intimate® 
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THOMAS  J‘AY 
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Thomas  Jay,  age  25  emigrated  from  London,  England  October 
24,  1655  aboard  the  "Constance",  Clement  Champion  -  Master*  That  he 
va3  the  same  as  THOMAS  JOY  is  evidence  in  an  affidavit  he  later  made 
as  to  his  age,  and  a  letter  (in  Asp inwall's  Hotary  record)  from  Cham¬ 
pion  addressed  to  "My  loving  Joy".  He  was  arrested  and  fined  for  cir¬ 
culation  of  a  petition  in  1646  (Child’s  petition),  built  the  first 
town  house,  and  was  a  member  of  the  ANCIENT  &  HONORABLE  ARTILLERY  CO*, 
his  children  are  entered  in  the  chmtch  record  as  J  A  Y  ,  and  in  the 
town  record  as  J  0  Y  ,  while  his  deeds  are  shown  for  real  estate  trans¬ 
fers  in  the  name  of  J  A  Y  quite  as  often  as  J  0  Y  . 

Thomas  Jay  married  Joan  Gallop,  daughter  of  John  and  Chris- 
tobel  Gallop. 

Thomas  was  a  carpenter  in  Boston,  Mass*, later  moving  to 
Kingham,  Suffolk  Co*, where  he  lived  and  died  21  October  1678  at 
the  age  of  69. 

Thomas  Jay  and  Richard  Church  were  partners  in  the  mill  in 
Hingham,  Suffolk  Co*,  Mass*  Richard  Church  married  Elizabeth  barren 
daughter  of  Richard  Warren  who  came  over  on  the  Mayflower o 

John  Jay  born  1641,  son  of  Thomas  and  Joan  Gal lop, married 
Mercy  Bartlett,  daughter  of  Robert  Bartlett  and  Mary  Warren  Bartlett* 
Mary  Warren  was  a  daughter  of  Richard  Warren* 

John  Jay,  son  of  Thomas,  born  October  10,1641,  is  gener- 
ally  thought  to  have  died  young, but  in  1649  was  mentioned  in  the  will 
of  his  grandfather,  John  Gallop  (noted  for  the  1st  so  called  "naval  en¬ 
gagement"  who  married  Chri s tobel* «•« ©and  had  Joan  the  wife  of  Thomas 
Jay"*  John  also  witnessed  a  deed  in  Hingham,  Mass*  in  1662  (when  he 
was  over  age)  and  in  Plymouth,  Mass*  12/25/1668  he  married  Mercy 
Bartlett*  He  was  discharged  from  Capt*  Wra.  Turner’s  Co*  at  Marlboro, 
a  company  composed  of  Baptist  followers  of  Turner  and  was  probably 
killed  in  a  later  engagement  in  that  wajo*  In  the  printed  copy  of  the 
Plymouth  record  his  name  is  given  IVEY  while  a  photocopy  of  the 
original  record  shows  it  as  J  V  E  Y„
